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In the Boso Peninsula, Central Japan, the-southern part of it, south of the 
Kamo River-has been botanically studied by Mr. Asano and others for many 
years, but still has many places unvisited by any plant collector. Mt. Goten- 
yama, 363.9 m in height, situated in the center of this area, is one of them. It 
is one of the highest mountains in this area and surrounded by deep valleys. 
Recently, the authors have found Arabis serrata var. japonica Ohwi, Sedum 
abloroseum Baker, Athyrium iseanum Rosenstock, A. Sheareri Ching, Dryopteris 
Yabei form. Ogawai H. Ito, Loxogramme salicifolia Makino, Pyrrosia linearifolia 
Ching and Woodwardia orientalis var. formosana Rosenstock, all of which are 
very rare species in the Boso Peninsula. Among them, Athyrium Sheareri Ching, 
are found in large community growing on the floor of the artificial Cryptomeria 
forest. In Kanto District, this fern has been collected only at Takatenjin 
of Mt. Kiyosumi, where we can see now only a desolate habitat of it owing 
to the felling of the forest. 
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Athyrium frangulum Tagawa and Cyrtomium Fortunei var. intermedium Tagawa 
collected in Oku-musashi, Saitama Prefecture. 
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
